Learning 
fhould be grafted upon this Quality ; and the 
World has f@0 great Reafon to lament, that 
i!l-natured Men, efpecially if they be inge- 
nious, fheuld ever have the Advantage of a 
refined Education. For though it be a com- 
mon Obfervation, that Learning fours a Man’s 
Te ; yet lam apt to think it isa much 
truer Obfervation, that bis Temper fours his 
Lezrning. The Mind is the Catk, and if that 
be four and impure, the moft generous SVine 
will lofe its own Fafte, and reccivea Tincture 
from the Veffel. Whentherefore the Bent of 
a Man’s Inclinations is naturelly ‘perverle, 
Learning fal!s in with it ; and texches Aim, 
whoie Wit and Malice made him but too fa- 
tyrical before, to give a keener Edge to his 
Raiilery, and wound with more Succefs. So 
that the Superftructure of Education ro a Man 
of this Compleaiun, is like sdsitig Poifon 
that Arrow, which before was too apt to kill. 

Humility is another endearing Quality. No 
thing can be more odious than Seif-iuthciency 
in Men of fuperior Attainments, or more ridi- 
culous in Men of infericr Abilities.

On Thurfday lait, Sharper, the Negro Fel- 
low who committed the horrible Crime mea- 
tioned in our lait, was convcyed from this 
Town te Oiftin’s to take his Trial, and, 
agreeable tothe Evidence given gainft him, 
was condemned: After which he was brought 
back to the Gaol, there to remain til! his, Ex- 
cellency’s Pieafure was known relative to the 
Manner of his Execution. And Yefterday 
his Excellency was pleafed to order, That, on 
Menday the 13th of Auguft, the Negroe be 
carried to the Old Church-yard in this Town, 
and their chained toa Stake fixed for that Pur- 
pofe ; thathisprivy Members be cut off, and 
burnt before his Face ; thathe then be burnt 
alive; the greateft Care to be taken that his 
Body be gonfumed to Athes, and thofe Athes 
difperfed m the Air, that ne Part of fuch a 
Villian may remain. 

On Monday laft, Sharper, the Negro Fel- 
low mentioned in our laft two Papers, was «x- 
ecuted agreeable to the Sentence pstled on him 
by his Excellency. He behaved in a very dar- 
ing and impudent Manner aslong ashe was 
able to fpeak, venting Curfes on all around 
him. It was a full Hour before he expired.
